Nature to purchaſe Salyari- 
on o wretchedly neglected, 
will render their Judgmenr 
fearful and intolerable. What

be produc'd in Teſtimony of 
their Rebellion, heighten'd 
with the moſt naworthy In- 
gratitude : What Conſternati- 
on will {cize the Guilcy,when 
ten thouſand Accnſcrs ſhall 
riſe up in Judgmear againſt. 
them, - and not one Advocate 
appear for their Defence ? 
Methinks . the hearing ſuch 
rerrible *T'ruths ſhould make 
their Ears tingle, and their 
Hearts die within them, yer 
(O aſtoniſhing Security ! ) 
tho God Tpeaks ſo loud by 
the Voice of his Miniſters, 
and ſometimes by his power- 
ful Providence, they are as * 


.deaf as. Adders; but let a 


carnal Luſt whiſper within 
= - Womb 
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from their earthly part, they 
preſently hear and are char- 
med. From' whence is it 
that the Eternal Judgmenr, 
fo ſure as Death, does not 
cauſe an extream Apprehen- 
ſion in unpardoned Sinners ? 
The next caule of this Stupi- 
| dity is, that they put the evil- 
day at a remote diſtance, as 
the Scorners {aid, the Viſion js Ezck.12.22. 
for many days : they ſtudy to 
be ſecure, and delay their Pre- 
parations, preſuming to have 
time enough before them, 
Vain Men! how willingly 
. do they deceive themſelves ? 
Can they be aflured of 
the preſent Life- one hour ? 
Some in their impure Em- 
braces, others at yoluptuous 
Feaſts 
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Feaſts have been ſeized by 
Divine Juſtice: the day of 
Death is* equivalent to the 
day: of Judgment ; for im- 
mediately after there is a fi- 
nal deciſion and actual diſpo- 
ſing of , Men for ever. 

That we may therefore be 
duly prepared, thele Directi- 
ons are to be foilowed. 

:z. Let it be-our ſpecial 
care to plant the Belief of this 
great Truth mm our Minds, 
and preſerve it in its Vigor, 
that we may feel its Efhcacy 
and Influence in our Hearts 
and Lives: Cuſtomary -Be- 
lievers, whole aflent to Di- 


| vine Truths is only from the 


prejudice of Education, and 
the current Opinions of o- 
thers 
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thers with whom they live, 
are as careleſs and iecure as 
dire& Atheiſt : The {ubltan- 
tial Fruits of Godlineſs and 
Holineſs ſpring from internal 
Notions deeply eftabliſh'd, 
and experimentally felt in the 
Soul. The uſual coldneſs in 
the Duties of Religion, and 
preſumptuous boldnels in Sin, 
1s becauſe Men have but a ſlite 
| Belief of their great account, 
Buc we have infallible aſſu- 


rancg from the Judg him-_ 


ſelf: Behold, T1 come quickly : 
his Throne us like the fiery Flame, 
and his Wheels as burning Fire, 
an Emblem of his ſwifr 
coming to Judgment. The 
ftedfaſt Belief of this will 
arreſt our vain "Thoughts, and 

F con- 
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: bas 
conttoul our vicious Aﬀecti- 
ons, and regulate our Con- 
verſations. Faith is the Prin- 
ciple of Fear ; and Fear is a 
preventive Paſſion, it enga- 
ges the Mind to conſider with 
becoming ſeriouſneſs, how to 
eſcape the Damnation of Hell. 


Then we throughly believe 


this fundamental Principle of 


Religion, when the deſign 


and work of our Lives is to 
be approved by our Judg. 

2. Moderation both jp the 
Pleaſures and Buſinels of the 
World is requiſite, that we 
may with intire Application 
of Mind prepare to appear 
before our Judg. "Tis the 
aweful Caution "of our Sa- 
viour to his Diſciples, Take 

heed 
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beed to your ſelves, leſt at any Luke 21; 
time, your Hearts be overcharged 3+ 35: 


with Surfeiting and Drunken- 
neſs, and (ares of this Life, 
and ſo that Day come upon you 
unawares, For as a Snare ſhall 
it come on all them, that dwell on 
the face of the whole Earth. 
Watch ye therefore and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to eſcape all theſe things 
that ſhall come to paſs, and to 
ſtand before the Son of Fan. 
The univerlal Snares that 
faſten Men in ſecurity are {en- 
{ual - Pleaſures and Worldly 
Cares: They are natural and 
infinuating into our Hearts. 
A difſolute voluptuous courle 
is attended with a ſtupid neg- - 
le& of God and the Soul: 

+; and 
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and che indulging of the Car- 
nal Appertites, tho not in ſuch 
vicious Excefles, as the noto- 
rioully profane are guilty of, 
leflens the fear of Caution, 
which is inſtrumental to make 
us ſerious and diligent, leſt 
we be {urprized in an un- 
prepared Stare by the Judg of 
the World. The lubriſty 
of Satan is to be obſerved, he 
does not tempt Men to take 
ſo deep a lurfeit of Pleaſures 
as might caule a loathing of 
them, bur geatly feeds the 
voluptuous diſealed Appe- 
tites, knowing that a Senſual 
Life alienates the Mind from 
a (evere reflecting upon the 
State of their Souls, and in- 
duces a deep forgetfulneſs

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of their Accounts with God. 
From | hence: it is, that the 
danger wherein fo many are 
of loſing their Souls for ever, 
is not perceived till their cale 
be deſperate. 
 _ Others are lo involv'd in 
Secular Bulinels, their Minds 
are {o overſhaded with thes 
Cares of the World, that 
they ate not at leiſure to at- 
rend to the one thing neceſſary, 
and can take no right Alpect 
of the World ro come. T heir 
Afﬀections are ſtift and letled 
in the Earth, their Thoughts 
are immerſt in the Aﬀairs of 
this preſent Lite ; they think 
it their Diſcretion and Duty 
to ingage in the unceſlant 
proſecution of their Worldly 
F. 3 Deſigns, 
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Deſigns, and the Devil takes 
this advantage to prevent in 
them the pity and care of 
their Immortal. Souls : Or it 
at any time ſerious Delires 
are kindled in them of Sal- 
vation, at inundation of 
Worldly Thoughts preſent- 
ly quench them. Thus Men 
periſh by the abule of law- 
ful things. The Flood broke 
in upon the old World whilſt 
they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving im Marri- 
age, buying and lelling, and 
deſtroyed them all: The laft 
Fire will devour the preſent 
World in the ſame dull In- 
cogitancy, and ſtupid neglect 
ro prepare: themlelyes for 
Judgment, 'As it was in the 

days 
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days of Noah, ſo it ſhall be in Luke 17.26. - + 
the days of the Son' of Man. 
The ſenſual and worldly- 
minded are uſually tecure, 
and when they ſhall jay Peace 
and Safety, ſudden Deſtruttion 
cometh upon them, as Travel up- 
on a Woman with Child, as {ur- 
prizingly as irreliftably, and 
they ſhall not eſcape. *Tis a divine 
and lolemn warning, Behold, 
T come as a Thief in the night, 
bleſſed is he that watcheth,and keep- 
eth his Garments unſpotted from 
the World, left be be found naked 
without the Robe of Holinels, 
and be expoſed to confoun- 
ding Shame in the great Day. 
3. The frequent and leri- 
ous trial of Conſcience with 
reſpect to our ſpiritual State,

Rev. 16.15. 
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and the Actions of our Lives 
is requilite ro our preparing 
our ſelves for our laſt ac- 
count : for there will be a 
Aa manifeſtation of them in 
that day. The moſt never 
ſpend. a ſerious hour in conſ1- 
dering whether they are tranſ- 
lated from Death to Life. The 
Rule of Judgment is de- 


. clared by St. John; He that 


hath the Son, hath Life: and be 
that hath not the Son, hath not 
Life. The Juſtification of our 
Perſons from the guilt of our 
Sins, is wholly to be aſcribed 


' to the Divine. Mercy upon 
_ .the account of his moſt pre- 
cious Merits and Mediation :- 
and all the ſaving Benefits 


purchas'd by his Death are 
__a&uy- 
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actually applied only to thoſe 
who are united to him by an 
unfeigned lively Faich. All 
the vital Influences of his 
Merits are derived from him 
to his Members: be is the 
Head of the Church and Savi- 
our of the Body. His moſt 
precious Blood that was ſhed 
on the Crols, mult be ſprinkled 
on the (onſcience to purge it 
from dead Works : The Blood of 
ſprinkling ſpeaks better things 
than the Blood of Abel. And 
the Faith that is ſaving is nor 
a mere aflent in Speculation 
to the Dottrine of the Goſpel, 
but ſuch a Belief in the Blefſed. 
Mediator of his reconciling 
us to Cod, as produces a {u- 
perlative Love to him, and 


by 
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by that Love ſincere and uni- 
form Obedience to his: moſt 
holy Laws. By Faith we 
are juſtified from the Guilt 
of Sin, by Works from the 
Charge of Hypocriſy, in that 
we have fincerely complied 
with the Terms of the Grof- 
pel, by receiving intire Chriſt 
25 our Lord and Saviour. 

We can never with Com- 
fort appear before the righte- 
ous Lerd, it we have not an 
intereſt in him as the Lord our 
Righteouſneſs. 

There are ſome of a Mo- 
ral Temper and Civil Con- 
verſation that finally miſcar- 
ry, by their negle& of com- 
ing to Chriſt with earneſt 
hunger and thirſt after his 

Righte- 
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Righteouſneſs, which alone 
can endure the Trial of God's 
Judgment-Seat for our Ablo- 
lution : They have not ſuch 
a conſcious feeling of their 
undone Condition by Sin, as 
ro make them earneſtly ſeek 
for a Remedy : the Deceiver 
of Souls infintates into their 
ſecret Thoughts, chat they are 
ſafe enough, and ſhall Rand in 
Judgmenr, becaule they are 
not guilty of enormous 
Crimes ; they rarely feel the 
laſhes of Conſcience, which 
thoſe who rebel againſt che 
clear .Light do. But how 
fair ſo ever the Lives of Men 
appear, ſuch is the exact Pu- 
rity of the Divine Law, fo 
many known and ſecret Sins 

even 
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even the moſt circumlipect 
are guilty of, that without an 
intereſt in the Bleſſed Media- 


cor, they will be calt in Judg-- 


ment for ever. *Tis there- 
fore of infinite Conſequence 
to examine our ſelves whe- 
ther we are in a ſtate of Fa- 
vour and Acceptance with 
God: the Jealouly of many 
holy and tender Spirits fſul- 
pends the comfortable Judg- 
ment of Conſcience, and 
the vicious Self-love of car- 
nal Perſons ſupends the con- 

demning Judgment of it. 
Beſides, the daily review 
of our Actions is of excel- 
lent uſe to prepare us. for our 
laſt account. Conſcience is 
plac'd in our Boloms as a vi- 
etlant 
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gilant Inſpe&tor and Dome- 


ſtick -Judg, to obſerve our 
Actions and compare them 
' with the Rule, and according- 
ly to cenſure or approve us: 
When we fail in our Duty, 
and violate God's Precepts, 
it ſhould work upon the Af- 
fections of Grief and Shame, 
and cauſe us earneſtly to ad- 
dreſs to the Throne of Grace 
for Pardon : and renew the 
App lication of the Blood of 
Chriſt to our Souls. Accor- 
ding to the quality of our 
Sins, our Repentance ſhould 
be more ſolemn and ſpecial, 
we {hould more ſeverely judg 
our ſelves that we may not be 
judged by the Lord. This is 
vety unpleaſant Work to =_ 
na 
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nal Men: bur 'tis the indi- 


ſpenſible Condition of ob. 
taining pardoning Mercy : 
ris the moſt congruous way 
of recovering Sinners both 
for the Honour of God, and 
our Good, for the broken 
and contrite Perſon will moſt 
rize the Favour of God, and 
be molt fearful of returning 
to Sin. Indeed then our Re- 
pentance is unto Life, when the 
dominion of Sin is ſubdued, 
and the way 1s forſaken. 
Now, the ſpeedy coming of 
our Judg ſhould recommend 
this ſevere Repentance to us : 
it ſhould excite Conſcience 
to the daily obſervation of 
our Errors, then when Sins 
are committed, we may be

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reſtleſs till we get them par- 
| doned: tho Men may ſuppreſs 
and {mother the Convictions 
of Conſcience at the preſent, 
yet it will ſhortly, like a fierce 
and terrible Officer, take 
the Guilty by the Throat and 
command him to pay what 
he owes to Divine Juſtice. 
*Tis our Wiſdom to compare 
the bitterneſs of Repentance 
with the Torments of Hell :

Culture, and good Seed; ſo 
by Analogy, that Education 
may be tucceſsful, a well- 
diſpoled Nature, an Under- 
ſtanding and good Inftrudter, 
andthe Precepts of Religion 
and Vertueare neceſlary. All 
theſe-concurr'd in the preſent 
Subje&t. ' Some by a rare 
Priviledg are exempred from 
thoſe tyrannous Paſſions that

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Childhood are of ſuch mild 
and gaulleſs Spirits, ſo recep- 


tive of vertuous Impreſſions, 


that at,the ſight of their Dil- 
politions and Carriage we 
may havea conjecture of the 
Felicity of the innocent State, 
of which one Ray, or rather 
Shadow, is {ſo amiable. With 
ſuch a happy Temper God 
was pleaſed to endow our de- 
ceaſed Friend : his Spirit was 
humble, modeſt, gentle and 
complying with the Counſels 
of his gracious Father, who. 
with tender Care led him in 
the way to Heaven. . When 


he was grown up to the Age. 
of. Vanity, he was preſerved 


from youthful Luſts : His Con- 
verſation was unſtained ; He

And 
as to a judicious Eye, no

more amiable fight, than a 
young. Man in whom the

py for the World if foohſh 
old Men were as rare to be 


tound, as wile young: Men. 
This 
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This Praiſe-worthy Per- 
ſon, when fit to enter into 
a particular Calling, was pla- 
ced in the Family of a 
Turky Merchant : there his 
Behaviour was ſo religious 
and ſerious, that it was ſaid of 
him by ſome that oblerved 
his Actions, that he would 
be a Merchant for Heaven, 


He after ſome time went to 


Smyrna, and preſery'd his In- 
tegrity and Purity in the 
midſt of Temptations : where 
many by vicious Exceſles diſ- 
parage the Sandctity - of the 


- Chriſtian Religion profels'd - 


by.them, he adorn'd it by the 
Sobriety of his Converlation, 
He return'd to England after 
ſome Years ſpent beyond Sea, 


and 
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and perſever'd in his Chriſtian 
Courſe, ſerious and ſolemn 
in his Carriage, and ready to 
do good to thoſe that wanted 
ſupplies from relieving Cha- 
rity. A. few Years after 
his return, he fell into a dy- 
ing Conſumption that quick- 
ly put a Period to his Days.
